Selecting "Rural America— Which

content with urban organlintlon, 
the speaker said, "a-lth the result 
that a lower type of leadership 
supplied for the rural orcas.

should be reversed."

Slot Machines to Be 
Legal Here March 28 

Slot inochine players may sturt crnnking the wheels of 
fortune legally in the city of T^vin Falls March 28. Ordinance 
No, 715, iiasHcd Monday night by the city council, provides 
for the licensing of coin-operated amunenient devices and 
set!) the fee at $550 for each machine annunlly. 

Aiiplications for installation of the machines must be filed 
with the city clerk at least two days before beinK presented 
' to the city council for final ac- 
tion. They must firiit be ap- 
proved by the chief of police. 

Tlie ordinance restricts operation 
ol the devices to those 30 years of 
oge and over. It llkewLx profilWts 
their Installation In establishments 
frequented by persons under 30, 
RoUi are limitations provided In 
the state statute. 

The ordinance was not passed 
unanimously by the council. Fin- 
ance Commissioner Kenneth Shook 
objected to tlie measure and cast 
his vote against Its adoption. 

Although pas.<ied Monday. II 
not become effective for 10 days, 
r until March 38. 
Slot machines In Twin Falls 
oul of action Feb. ID after Gov. 
C. A. Robins signed n bill Feb. S 
repealing the 104S law. Tlie 194J 
statute made operation of slot 
machines legal In so-called m 
profit clubs. 

Safely Commissioner W. 
Thomas estimated 100 machines 
more would bo Installed In the city, 
bringing In $30,000 In revenue. Ol the 
tfSO license fee, (IIS goes to the 
<tate and on equal amount 
county. 

Parks Commissioner On'lUc H. 
Coleman pointed to Uie revenue as 
a possible means of providing a 
swimming pool. Earlier in the meet- 
ing, he had told the council a com- 
ple^y new pool might be tlie only 
means of attaining state health

Ilesull: The shorts ma^t 
get wheal somewhere or cancel their 
commitments hy btiylng In a soar- 
ing market. 

Many or the shorts, unable to ob- 
tain actual groin, have bought fu- 
tures, causing a spectacular upturn 
In March wheat. 

Since Feb. 1 March wheat has ad- 
vanced more than BO cents a bushel. 
Traders say only two upturns In 
similar period of time ore compar- 
oble— before the first World war In 
1017 and after the surt of the 
S|Hiibh- American war In IBOS. The 
top price was t3.3J In lOlT. 
March t3 Deadline 
Trading ends in March futures at 
the close of March 77. The shorts 
have until then to cover futures by 
making purctiases. After that, they'- 
ve got to deliver Ihs actual grain 
by Morch 31.

The eighth scsaion of the foreign miniatcra was one of tho 
coolest of the conference to date. The charged atmosphere 
among the big four, which thus far had been most friendly, 
developed after French Foreign Minister Georges Bidault 
made a stnteraent on France's demands for separation of tho 
Ruhr, the Rhineland and the Saar from Germany. 

Bidnult told tho council that allied controls must be re- 
tained over Germany long after a peace settlement is con- 
cluded and (he present occupation is ended. 

Bidault. who conferred last night with Prime Minister 
Stalin, laid down the basic French policy on tho defeated 
enemy, calling primarily for 
rigid limitations of the coal 
and steel industries. He sug- 
gested that France replace 
Germany as the great steel- 
producing nation of Europe. 

Bidault withheld mncA agree- 
ment to American. urlUsh and Sov- 
iet proposals tor raising the level 
or Oerman IndusUy. He said Uie 
French view depended upon what 
controls were set up. He rejected 
outright the American -sponsored 
plan to set up central admlnlitra- 
live agencies run by the □ermam. 
pending decisions on Qermany's ' 
fronUers. He evldenUy meant that ' 
decisions on the Ruhr, Uie Rhine- ' 
land and the Saar must be rcachrd 
first.

TWO CRISES IN RELIEF 

President Truman and cx-Prealdont Hoover 
have called attention to two crbcs In Euro' 
pean relief. One ta the necessity of financial 
help for Greece — and incidentally for Britain. 
ThG other la the need of food In Germany. 

Both would involve the spending of vast 
aums. And both crises may be looked at In two 
ways— the humanltnrlan and the practical, 
The llrst'clcmcnt of the problem pretty well 
explains Itself. Greece's plight Is still desper- 
ate, politically, economically, and nutrition- 
I ally. The Germans, while they deserve no 
' coddlhig, shouldn't be allowed to starve. Civil' 
lied societies feed even their worat criminal 
prisoners. 

The practical problem Is to get three Im' 
portant countries back on their feet. The 
British goccrnmcnt,has adclsed Mr. Truman 
that It cannot continue the financial support 
of Greece any longer. That Is easy to believe. 
Britain Is poor In money, food, manpower and 
materials. To continue pouring millions of 
pounds Into Greece might bring British econ- 
omy clow to collapse. 

Greece's practical importance is, of course, 
political. She fa the last outpost of British, 
and therefore of western democratic, Influ 
ence in the Balkons. Even if one chooses to 
assume, from conflicting reports, that the 
present Greek government Is scarcely a model 
of democracy, It is the lesser of two evils 
to the western democratic mind. 

The rcmoviil of British support would al 
most surely give Russla.^ie dominant Influ 
ence. And II Greece should go communistic, 
there are some who bollevo that a political 
chain reaction would be started. 

There would be little to halt Soviet cxpan 
«lon In the near and middle east. A com- 
munistic Greece would put great pressure on 
an Italy which already Is strongly com^ 
munlstlc. II the left should capture the Ital' 
Ian government, a Ruulan-domlnatcd Europe 
might be in sight. 

Such a posalblllty if It became an acUiaUty 
■would put Britain In ftn Impossible position. 
Nor would this country feel comfortable with 
Generalissimo Stalin the real. If not the olfi' 
dal, boss of a vast territory stretching from 
the English channel to the Bering sea, 

Aa lor Germany, she cannot remain a char- 
ity case Indefinitely. The country today 

expensive liability. The products of Its rC' 
sources and sicills, put to proper use. arc Im^ 
portant to Europe's well-being. But Mr. 
Hoover'a report indicates that the first need 
Is for food to build up human strength. 

Wo hope that our economy-minded con^ 
gicssmen will not let their zeal lor saving 
taxpayers' dollars blhid them to what la at 
atalce. Requests for further military approprl- 
atlona for Germany and a loan to Britain or 
Greece will merit a careful, wise, and non 
partlaan discussion. 



PHILATELIC FINANCIERS 

Stamp collecting la a senseless, meaningless 
pastime to everybody but stamp collectors. 
No matter how many kings and presidents 
Indulge in It, to the uninitiated It is a heathen 
waste of time and money to buy. trade, and 
hoard postage stamps just for the sake of 
loolclng at them. 

But the critic may now hold his tongue and 
hang his head. For the stamp collector has 
become a potential force In international 
finance who perhaps may help bolster the 
tottering fortunes of the British empire. 

A conacrvatlvo member of parliament has 
Bald that If Britain would only abandon the 
stodgy habit of putting her king's picture on 
all stamps and go in for some varied and pic- 
turesque designs, the British treasury would 
be enriched by millions. 

So, philatelists of the world, It's up to you. 
Stamps for Britain I Open your albums, shell 
out the cash, and save the empire! And let's 
not have any heckling from the sidelines, 
either. 



IT ISN'T DEMOCRACY 
President Peron of Argentina made a 
Bpeech the other day In which, among other 
things, he declared war on his political op- 
position, proposed an economic boycott of 
newspapers which do not support him, and 
defended the complete government control 
of labor unions. 

It may be necessary or expedient for our 
government to "do business" with the Peron 
regime for the sake of peace and unity In 
the western hemisphere. But we do not think 
la neceaaary, especially In the light of thla 
further testimony from the general's own 
Hps, for his American supporters In and out 
of government to continue sullying the name 
of democracy by applying It to the present 
Argentine govemment.
